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Sweet Potatoes 

There are two types of sweet po- 
tatoes: the starchy and drier Jersey 
sweet potatoes; and the _ juicy 
“yams,” rich in sugar, which are 
grown in the South. To the latter, 
the Southerners often add more 
sugar and sometimes bake them 
twice to caramelize them. The pro- 
cess for this is to bake or boil the 
potatoes until soft, let them cool, 
peel, lay them in a tin sheet and 
bake again for a half hour. They 
may be fried, instead of baked the 
second time. A little cinnamon or 
nutmeg may be added. 

Sweet potatoes may be escalloped, 
with the addition of milk and pos- 
sibly a beaten egg, mashed, served 
creamed on toast, spread between 
bread slices to make a sandwich, 
made into croquettes or used as the 
base for a pudding, custard or pie.
